Nature Study in Our Schools. 


At the 47th annual meeting of the Mass. 
Tevcher’s Association at the College of 
Liberal Arts, Boston University, receut- 
ly, Supt. Halstead took part in a discus- 
sion on nature study opened by Sarah E. 
Brassill, supervisor of science, Quincey, 
and in which the following superititend- 
ents took part: B. B. Russell, Brockton; 


H. L, Clapp, Boston; L. P. Nash, Hing- 


ham; C. E. Meleney, Somerville. 
Supt. Halstead spoke in part as fol- 
lows: ; : 


It has ever been our aim to be mindful 
that it is elementary science we are teach- 
ing, that technicalities and-details are 
not to be emphasized, and that the vari- 
ous phenomena are to be presented in 
their striking and most attractive mani- 
festations, 

“With the odor of the forest, 

With the sunsnine of the meadows,” 
thus leading the children to a happy, and 
therefore a be Pa development of the 
poem faculties, and the scientific 

vabit of thinking and working. 

In appealing to hearts that are “fresh 
and simple,’’ with faith in everything 
and faith in nature, itis best by far by 
sunny ways to lead this faith on to sight 
and sight to knowledge, ‘‘for knowledge 
is of things we see.”’ It is frequently 
urged that we have not the time to de- 
vote to these studies in our already 
crowded courses, but we have found that 
they more than compensate for the time 
taken by quickening the perceptive facul- 
ties and by leading the pupils to see and 
think and decide for themselves. In short, 
these nature studies have infused a tone, 
a spirit, and an enthusiasm into every 
department of our school work. Beside 
the quickening and broadening influence 
they exert, they are especially economical 
in their application, being in an- unusual 
degree susceptible of ‘being imparted 
through the ordinary and recognized 
channels of school work, —in reading, in 
language work, and in drawing. 


The teacher, too, feels that she is in 
touch with the progressive ideas in edu- 
cation, thinks she sees mental develop- 
ment going hand in hand with book 
knowledge, and thinks she sees the chil- 
dren in the way that leads toan acquaint- 
ance with the great forces, —industrial 
and otherwise, — that make for our’ civil- 
ization, with whose realities and prob- 
lemg they are soon to grapple. Life, we 
know, is broader and more intense to-day 
than it used to be. Hence, the ideals in 
epueation are changing, and must 
change. The school with its methods 
that fitted us cannot fit our children for 
the coming responsibilities. In the words 
of another, ‘The ninteenth century in 
its progress is gathering momentum like 
a falling body under the mighty whip and 
spur of steam and electricity,’’ and that 
community lacking a school enthused 
with this spirit of progress is making 
men that must take the dust of time as 
they drag on behind the car of twentieth 
century enterprise.

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THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


A ®BEVIEW OF THE AFFAIRS. OF 
THE NATION. 


The Assault on American Seamen in 
Valparaiso and the New Orleans Lynch- 
ing the Most Prominent Features. 


To THE SENATE AND House o¥ REPRESENTA- 

TIVES: 

The reports of the heads of the several 
executive departments, required by law, to be 
submitted to me, which are herewith trans- 
mitted, and the reports of tne secretary of the 
treasury and the attorney-general, made 
directly to congress, furnish a comprehensive 
view of the administrative work of the last 
fiscal relating to internal affairs. It 
would Torur great advantage if these reports 
could have an a ee ~~ — 
ber of congress and by all whotake an interes 
im public affairs. Such a perusal could not 
fail to excite a higher appreciation of the vast 
labor and conscientious effort which are given 
to the conduct of our civil administration, 

The reports will, 1 believe, show that every 

nestion has been approached, considered and 
ided from the standpoint of public duty 
and upon considerations affecting the public 
interests alone, Aguin | invite to every branch 
of the service the attention and scrutiny of 
congress. 
Reciprocity. 


The work of the state department during 
the last year has been characterized by an un- 
usual number of important negotiations and 
by diplomatic results of a notable and highly 
beneficial character. Among those are the 
reciprocal trade arrangements which have 
been concluded, in the exercise of the powers 
conferred by section 3 of the tariff law, with 
the republic of Brazil, with Spain for its Weat 
India possessions, and with San Domingo. 
Like negotiations with other countries have 
been much advanced, and it is hoped that be- 
‘fore the close of the year further definite trade 
arrangements of great value will’ be con- 
cluded. 


The Seal Question. 

* In view of the reports which had been re- 
ceived as to the diminution of the seal herds 
in Behring sea, I deemed it wise to propose to 
her majesty’s government in February last 
that an agreement for a closed season should 
be maie, pending the negotiations for arbi- 
tration which then seémed to be approaching 
a favorable conclusion. After much corre- 
spondence, and delays for which this govern- 
ment was not responsible, an agreement was 
reached and signed on the: lith of June, by 
which Great Britain undertook, from that 
date and until May 1, 1882, to prohibit the 
killing by her subjects of seals in the Behring 
sea, and thegovernment of the United States, 
during the same period, to infcrce its existing 
prohibities against pelagic sealing and to 
limit the catch by the fur seal company upon 
the islands tu 7500 skins. - 

The president here refers to the gratify- 
ing results of the labors of the state de- 
partment and our ministers abroad in hav- 
ing the restrictions on American pork pro- 
duets removed in Germany, Denmark, 
Italy, Austria and France. 

Brazilian Troubles. 

The recent political disturbances in the Re- 
public of Brazil have excited regret and so- 
licitude. The information we possessed was 
too meager to enable us to forma satisfactory 
judgment of the causes leading to the, tempor- 
ary assumption of supreme power by President 
Fonseca; but this government did not fail to 
express its anxious solicitude’ for the peace of 
Brazil and for the maintenance of the free po- 
litical institutions which have been estab- 
lished there, nor to offer our advice that great 
moderation should be observed in the clash of 
parties and the contest for the leadership. 
These counsels were received in the most 
friendly spirit, and the latest information is 
that constitutional government has been re- 
established without bloodshed. 

The New Orleans Lynching. 


The lynching at New Orleans in March last 
of eleven men of Italian nativity by a mob of 
citizens was a most deplorable and discredita- 
ble incident, It did not, however, have its 
origin in any general animosity to the Italian 
people, nor in avy disrespect to the govern- 

~ ment of Italy, with which our relations were 
of the most friendly character. The fury of 
the mob was directed against these men as the 
supposed participants or accessories in the 
murder of a city officer. I do not allude to 
this as mitigating in any degree this offense 
against law and bumanity, but only as affect- 


eut of it. It Was at once represented by the 
Italian minister that several of those whose 
lives had been taken by the mob were Italian 
subjects, and a demand was made for the 
punishment of the participants and for an in- 
demnity to the families of those who were 
killed. 

it is to be regretted that the manner in 
which these claims were presented was not 
such as to promote a calm discussion of the 
question involved; but this may well be attri- 
buted to the excitement and indignation 
which the crime naturally evoked. The views 
of this government as to its obligations to 
foreigners domiciled here were fully stated in 
the correspondence, as well as its. purpose to 
make an investigation of the affair, with a 
view todetermine whether there were present 
any circumstances that could, under such 
rules of duty as we had indicated, create an 
obligation upon the United States. The tem- 
porary absence of a minister plenipotentiary 
of Italy at thiscapital has retarded the further 
correspondence, but it is: not doubted thata 
friendly conglusion is attainable. 

Some suggestions growing out of this un- 
happy incident are worthy the attention of 
eongress. It would, I believe, be entirely com- 
petent for congress to make offenses against 


the treaty rights of foreigjers domiciled in 
the Unied States .cogni le in the federal 
courts. 


the federal officers and courts have no power 
ip such cases to intervene either for the pro- 
tection of a foreign citizen or for the punish- 
ment of his slayers. It seems to me to follow, 
in this state of the law, that the officers of the 
state charged with police and judicial powers 
in such cages, must, in the consideration of in- 
ternational questions growing out of such in- 
cidents, be regarded in such sense as federal 
agents as to make this government answer- 
able for their acts in vases where it would be 
answerable if the United States had used its 
constitutional power to define and punish 
crimes ugainst treaty rights 
The Chilian Muddle. 

The civil war tn Chili, whieh—began in Jan- 
uary last, was continued, but fortunately 
with infrequent and not important armed. col- 
lisions, until Aug. 28, when the congressional 
forces landed near Valpiraiso and, after a 


bloody etigayement, capt ured that city. Presi- | 


dent Balmaceda at Once recognized that his 
eause was lost, and a provisional government 
was speedily established” by the- victorious 
party. Our minister was pr omptly directed to 
recognize and put himself in communication 
with this government as soon as itshould have 
established its de facto character, which was 


done. During the pendency of this civil con- 
test frequent indirect appeIs” were” made~to~ 


this government to extend belligerent rights 
to the insurgents and to give audience to their 
gepresentatives. This was declined, and that 
policy was pursued throughout, which this 
So1ernment, when wrenched by civil war, so 
jrenuously insisted upon on th of Eurot-e par 
dean natio! 

The Itata, an armed vessel, commanded by a 
naval officer of the insurgent fleet, manned by 
its sailors and with soldiers on board, was 
seized under process of the United States 
court at San Diego, Cal., for a vioiation of our 
neutrality laws. While in the custody ofan 
officer of the court, the vessel was forcibly 
wrested from his,control and put to sea. It 
would have been inconsistent with the dig- 


nity and self-respect of this government not , 


to have insisted that the Itata should be re- 


turned to San Diego, to abide the judgment of | 
the.court. This was so clear tothe juntaof | 


the Congressional»party, established at Iqui- 
que, that before the arrival of the Itata at 
that port, the secretary of foreign relations of 
the provisional government addressed to Rear 
Admiral Brown, commanding -the United 
States naval: forces, a communication, from 
which the following isan abstract, eae 


his has not, however, been done, and- 


“The provisional government has learned by 
the cablegrams of the Associated Press that 
the transport Itata, detained in San Diego by 
order of the United States for taking on board 
munitions of war and in possession of the 
marshal, left the port. carrying of board this 
official, who was landed at a point near the 
coast, and then continued her voyage. It this 
news be correct. this government would de- 
plore the conduct of the Itata, and, as an evi- 
dence that it is not--disposed_to support or 
agree to the infraction of the laws of the 
United States, the undersigned takes advan- 
tage of the provisional relations you have been 
good enough to maintain with bim since your 
arrival in this port to aeclare to you. that as 
soon as she is within reach of our orders, 
his government will put the Itata, with the 
arms and munitions she took on board at San 
Diego, at the disposition of the United States.” 
’ A trial in the district court of the United 
States for the southern district of ‘California 
has recently resulted in a decision holding, 
among other things, that, inasmuch as the 
Congressional party has not been ized 
asa belligerent, the acts done in its interest 
could not be 4, violation of our neutrality 
laws. From this judgment the United States 
has appealed, not that the fede yg of 
the vessel isa matter of importance, but that 
we may know what the present state of our 
law is; for, if this construction of the statute 
ix correct, there is obvious necessity for re- 
vision and amendment. 

A Disappointment, 


During the progress of the war in Chili this 
government tendered its good offiges to bring 
about a peaceful adjustment, and it was at 
one time hoped that a good result might be 
reached; but in this we were disappointed. 
The instructions to our naval officers and to 
our minister at Santiago, from the first to the 
last of this struggle, enjoined upon them the 
most impartial treatment and non-interfer- 
ence. I am satisfied that these instructions 
were observed, and that our representatives 
were always watchful to use their influence 
impartially, in the interest of humanity and,- 
on more than one occasion, did so effectively. 
We could not forget, however, that this gov- 
ernment was in diplomatic relations with the 
then established government of Chili, as it 
is now in such*¥elations with the successor of 
that government, Iam quite sure that Presi- 
dent Montt, who has, under circumstances of 
promise for the peace of Chili, been installed 
ae president of that Republic, will not desire 
that, in the unfortunate event of any revolt 
against his authority, the policy of this gov- 
ernment should be other than that which we 
have recently observed. 

No official complaint of, the conduct of our 
minister or of our naval officers during the 
struggle has been presented to this govern- 
ment; and it is a matter of regret that so 
many of our own people should have given ear 
to unofficial charges and complaints that man- 
ifestly had their origin in rival interests and 
in a‘wish'to pervert the relations of the United 
States and Chili. 


The collapse of the government of Balma- | 


ceda brought about a condition which 1s, un- 
fortunately, too familiar in the history of the 
Central and South American states. With 
the overthrow of the Balmaceda government, 
heand many of his councillors and officers 
became at once fugitives for their lives, and 
appealed to the commanding officers of the 
foreign naval vessels in the harbor of Val- 
paraiso, and to the resident foreign ministers 
at Santiago for asylum, This asylum wag 
freely given, according to my information, by 
the naval vessels of several foreign powers 
and by several of the legations at Santiago.. 
The American minister, as well as his col- 
leagues, acting upon the impulses of human- 
ity, extended asylum to political refugees 
whose lives were in peril. I have not been 
willing to direct the surrender of such of these 
persons as are still in the American legation 
without suitable conditions. 
The Baltimore: Incident. 


On the 16th of October an event occurred at 
Valparaiso, so serious and tragic in its circam- 
stances and results,as to very justly excite 
the indignation of our people, and to call for 
prompt and decisive action on the part of this 
government. A considerable number of the 
sailors of the United States steamship Balti- 
more, then in the harbor of Valparaiso, being 
upon shore leave and unarmed,were assaulted 
bv armed men, nearly simultaneously, in dif- 
ferent localities in the city. One petty officer 
was killed outright, and seven or eight seamen 
were seriously wounded,one of whom has 
since died. . Se savage and brutal was the as- 
sault that several of our sailors received more 
than two, and one of them as many as eigh- 
teen, stab wounds. 

An investigation of the affair was promptly 
made by a board of officers of the Baltimore, 
and their report shows that these assaults 


_| were unprovoked, that our men were conduct- 


ing themselves in a peaceable and—orderly 
manner, and that someof the police of the 
city took part in the assault, and used their 
weapons with fatal effect, while a few others, 
with some well-disposed citizens, endeavored 
to protect our men, Thirty-six of our sailors 
were arrested, and some of them, while being 
taken to prison, were cruelly beaten and mal- 
treated. The fact that they were all dis- 
charged, no criminal charge being lodged 
against any one of*them, shows very clearly 
that they were innocent of any breach of the 
peace. 

So faras I have yet been able to learn no 
other explanation of this bloody work has been 
suggested than that it had its origin in hos- 
tility to these men as sailors of the United 
States, wearing the uniform of their govern- 
ment, and not inany individual act or personal 
animosity. The attention of the Chilean gov- 
ernment was at once called to this affair, and 
a statement of the facts obtained by the in- 
vestigation we had conducted was submitted, 
accompanied by a request to be advised of any 
other or qualifying facts in the possession of 
the Chilian government that might tend to re- 
lieve this affair of the appearance of an in- 
sult to this government, The Chilean gov- 
ernment was also advised that if such quali- 
fying facts did not. exist this government 
would confidently expect full and prompt re- 
paration. : : 

It is to be regretted that the reply of the sec- 
retary for foreign affairs of the provisional 
government was couched in an offensive tone, 
To this no response has been made. This gov- 
ernment is now awaiting the result of an in- 
vestigation which has been conducted by the 
criminal court at Valparaiso. It is reported, 
unofficially, that the investigation is about 
completed, and it is expected that the result 
will soon be communicated to this govern- 
ment, together with some adequate and satis- 
factory response to the note by which the at- 
tention of Chili was called to this incident. If 
these just expectations should be disap- 
pointed, or further needless delay intervene, 
| I will, by & special message, bring this matter 
again to the attention of congress for such aec- 
tion as may be necessary. 

The entire correspondence with the govern- 
ment of Chili willat an early day be submit- 
ted Lo congress.
